As for all other perſons compriſed in the ſaid firſt Branch, His Majeſtie for ſati(- 
faction of His two Houſes will give way, That they may moderately compound for 
their Eſtates, and deſires they may be admitted to the ſame. And for removing 
of diftruſt, and interruptions of the publique ſettlement, His Majeſtte will conſent 
as followeth. | 

T hat ſuch of them as the two Houſes of Parliament will inſiſt on ſhall not be 
admitted to His Councels, and be reſtrained from comming to the Court, at ſuch 
diſtance , as both Houſes ſhall thinke fit, and ſhall not have any Office and Em- 
ployment in the Common-wealth, without the conſent of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, or ſhall abſent themſelves out of the Kingdome for ſome time, if both Houſes 
of Parliament {hall thinke fic. : 

That all other perſons in this Propoſition ſhall ſubmit to a moderate Compoſiti- 
on, and for the ſpace of three years ſhall not ſit, or ſerve Members, or aſsiſtants in 
neither Houle of Parliament, without conſent of both Houſes of Parliament.
